Ca 10 Septomber 1947 Sewiot awitoritdes {7 in Harbin) notified Chinese Commmniet 
authoritioe that personnel would te dispatched fran the USSR to Manchuita to carry 
on propaganda netivities. At thet tine no mentlon wes made of the establishment of 
& Coununiat Intern:tionai® in the Far dast. In September 1947, six teams of Soviet 
personnel wero sertt out, one each to Chdamuzou (130-21, 46-49), Harbin. Pelen 
(126-3',, 48-16°, Taltwthir (129-57, 67-22), MutanchSang (129-37, 44-35) and Hoiho 
(127-23, 50-15), On 2 Cetsber 1947 the cumbar of teams was increased to eleven. 
Ostensibly, their mission was to tr:in Ghinese Communist Party nenmbers in propa- 
anda techniques, politics, econese ond military affairs; but on 27 Navender 1917, 
when all of them gathered in Herbin to attend the Military and Politics.

On 10 October 1947, LIN Feng (44 AID, IW Cheng-ts'ao (7 sk 224), mano Chung-yun 
Ch “Ad BY), cH Ta-ptang Cae ok ae ) and CH'EN Hsien-chou ( és Kk), 
leaders of the Executive Committee of the Chinese Communist Northeast Joint 
Administrative Office (FP ju #747 tM S/R), met in Chiamussu, where CH'EH 
aml LIN were delogated to procead Go tho USSR to atudy plans for the "Connuniet 
International" in Manchuria.

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On 21 November 1947 the Internatdonal Advisory Group (see poyagraph 3) held an 
international conference «t tha International Bookstore, present at rhich were 
eleven advisore of Jovict, Chinese and Korean nationalities; nineteen Chinese 
representutives fria the "internntional® (? LI li-san 7) faction of the Chinese 
Cosmminist Party; fuur Korean representatives; and the chzimman, a Sovict and 
chdZef of the Advisory Grovp. During the conferonce, present Chinese Canmunist 
political policies were thoroughly examined and future plans discussed. 


The annoger of the Intcractdonal Bookstore, a Soviet, made the following proposal: . 
ommedes of Manchuria, our Camunist Party mast advance to the goal of world 
semmmniam, In this advance, the parties of the Far Eastern areas are extremely 
important, particularly the one in Menchwla, the focal point of many of our Far 
East activities. But there is a problem: America's 'Aid China Policy'. Regardless 
of hor extensive this aid, it will have a great effect on the Chinese Camunist 
Party and tho International Comumist Party. ‘The trouble is that no onc pays 
enough attention to it. fie should find methods of undermining this policy now, at 
thie conference, and put them into practice inmediately." = 


At this point LIN Feng made the following report: ; 

‘Nie have becn carrying on various operations with that end in mind. Our under= 
ground operators in Nationalist. territory are working on ant4-American movements 
and the withdrawal of the American forces. Also, through several kinds cf 
propaganda, we are waking the people's censclousness to anti-Americanism, go that 
the American government will lose faith in the Central Government. We are atienpi- 
ing to break dowa the sentiment between America and the Central Government, so that 
America will refuse it assistance. This operation, however, confronts an obstaclo 
in lack of funds. We are planning to vend a number of people to the United States 
to handle this operation. It is therefore desired that the International Comnunisé 
Party think of ways to help us with this as soon as possible." 


The chief of the Intornational Advisory Group, the chairman of. the inseeting, then 
states as. follyos: 

"Their 'Aid Europe Plan’ has hindered our operetions in Europe, so it is natural 
that, the 'Aid China Flan' should present a problem in the Far ast. However, in 
the jmerfecn aid plzn, the emphasis 4: presently on Europe...China 6 second on 
the list, ‘Therefore, we must ccoperate now to sabotage this aid plan and the 
friendship between America and tha Central Government. It has been decided that 
the International Commnist Party will assist in all Manchurian operations with 
its full strength; it is dosired therefore that our Manchurian comrades make their 
plans inmediately.* 


A representative of the Chinese Communist. Party then proposed the following: 
"It is desired that, even after the duties of the International Advisory Group heve 
been campletod, a few Soviet comrades be left in Manchuria on a long-term basis to 
ea our administration, '
